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RULE  1 

Sessions  and  Meetings 

(a)  Unless  otherwise  directed,  the  stated  executive  meetings  of  the 
Commission  will  be  held  in  its  offices  in  the  North  Office  Building, 
Harrisburg,  on  Monday  and  Tuesday  of  each  week. 

(b)  Cases  will  be  regularly  scheduled  for  hearing  in  Harrisburg, 
Philadelphia  and  Pittsburgh  on  Tuesdays,  "Wednesdays  and  Thursdays 
of  each  week,  and  at  such  other  places  and  times  as  designated  by  the 
Commission  or  the  Chairman. 

(c)  Arguments  before  the  Commission  will  be  held  on  Monday, 
commencing  at  2 :00  p.  m.,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Commission. 

RULE  2 

Complaints — Form 

(a)  All  complaints  shall  be  by  petition,  sworn  to  by  the  complain- 
ant. No  particular  form  is  required.  A suggested  form  of  complaint 
will  be  found  in  Appendix  A,  copies  of  which  form  will  be  furnished 
by  the  Commission  upon  request. 

Contents 

(b)  The  complaint  shall  set  forth  the  name  and  address  of  the 
complainant,  and  of  his  attorney,  if  any;  the  name  and  address  of  tlie 
public  service  company  complained  against  and  the  nature  and  charac- 
ter of  its  business,  and  a concise  statement  of  all  the  material  facts 
upon  which  the  complaint  is  founded.  If  a violation  of  any  statute, 
or  any  ruling  or  order  of  the  Commission,  is  complained  of,  reference 
shall  be  made  to  the  section  of  the  statute  or  particular  riding  or  order 
of  the  Commission. 
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Rate  Complaints 

(c)  Complaints  against  rates  sliall  not  include  complaint  against 
service  nor  a claim  for  reparation.  A complaint  against  service  or  a 
claim  for  reparation  shall  not  be  joined  and  made  part  of  a complaint 
against  rates. 

Grade  Crossing  Complaints 

(d)  Wlienever  complaint  is  made  that  any  grade  crossing  is  dan- 
gerous and  should  be  abolished,  or  that  any  overhead  crossing,  sub- 
way or  underpass  is  dangerous  or  inadequate  and  requires  reconstruc- 
tion, relocation,  alteration  or  abolition,  the  township,  borough  or  city 
and  the  county  concerned  shall  be  ineluded  as  party  respondents. 
Where  the  highway  involved  is  under  and  subject  to  the  direct  juris- 
diction of  the  Department  of  Highways,  said  Department  shall  be 
included  as  party  respondent;  in  all  other  eases  copy  of  the  com- 
plaint will  be  served  by  the  Commission  upon  the  Department  of  High- 
ways. 

Abolition,  etc.,  of  Crossings — Notice  of  Hearings:  Description  of 
Property  Necessary  to  be  Acquired 

(e)  In  proceedings  under  Article  V,  Section  12,  for  the  relocation, 
alteration  or  abolition  of  crossings,  the  complainant  petitioner  shall 
publish  a brief  concise  statement  of  the  proceeding  which  shall  desig- 
nate the  crossing  with  sufficient  particularity  to  be  readily  identified  by 
owners  of  property  adjacent  thereto  or  affected  thereby,  with  notice 
of  time  and  place  fixed  by  the  Commission  for  hearing  once  a week  for 
two  consecutive  weeks  immediately  prior  to  the  date  of  hearing  in 
two  newspapers  of  general  circulation,  one  published  either  in  the 
municipality  or  nearest  to  the  municipality,  village  or  township  where 
tlie  crossing  is  located,  and  the  other  in  a newspaper  of  general  circu- 
lation published  in  the  county  seat  of  the  county  in  which  the  crossing 
is  located.  In  addition  to  the  published  notice,  the  complainant  peti- 
tioner shall  post  in  at  least  five  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
crossing,  hand  bills  containing  in  substance  the  information  contained 
in  the  notice  to  be  published.  Proof  of  the  publication  and  proof  of 
the  posting  of  hand  bills  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission  on  or 
before  time  of  hearing. 

Plans  submitted  for  the  relocation,  alteration  or  abolition  of  any 
crossing  complained  against  shall  be  accompanied  by  the  names  and 
post-office  addresses  of  the  owners  of  all  property  necessary  to  be 
acquired  in  the  execution  thereof  and  shall,  when  directed  by  the  Com- 
mission, be  supplemented  by  a description  by  metes  and  bounds 
of  any  and  all  property  necessary  to  be  acquired. 
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Additional  Copies 

(f)  In  addition  to  the  original  verified  complaint,  three  copies 
thereof  shall  be  furnished  and  in  ease  more  than  one  respondent  is 
named  an  additional  copy  for  each  additional  respondent. 

Service  of  Complaint 

(g)  A copy  of  the  complaint  vill  be  forwarded  by  the  Commission 
to  each  of  the  respondents,  accompanied  by  a notice  from  the  Com- 
mission to  satisfy  the  complaint  or  answer  the  same  in  writing,  under 
oath,  within  such  time  as  may  be  specified  in  said  notice. 

Answer 

(h)  The  answer,  duly  verified,  shall  specifically  admit  or  deny 
the  material  allegations  of  the  complaint  and  clearly  set  forth  the  facts 
upon  which  respondent  relies.  Three  copies  of  the  answers  shall  be 
filed  with  the  original  and  one  copy  served  by  the  respondent  on  each 
complainant  personally  or  by  registered  mail  and  due  proof  of  such 
service  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Petition  to  Dismiss 

(i)  Any  respondent  deeming  the  complaint  insufficient  to  show  a 
breach  of  legal  duty  or  desiring  to  set  up  the  absence  of  power  or 
authority  in  the  Commission  to  determine  such  complaint,  may,  instead 
of  answering,  serve  on  the  complainant,  as  answers  are  recpured  to  be 
served,  and  file  with  the  Commission,  within  the  time  specified  in  the 
notice  to  satisfy  or  answer,  a petition  to  dismiss  setting  forth  its  claim 
of  insufficiency  or  absence  of  such  power  or  authority  and  for  the 
purpose  of  disposing  of  the  questions  thereby  raised,  the  facts  stated 
in  the  complaint  will  be  deemed  to  be  admitted.  Proof  of  service  upon 
the  complainant  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission. 

Hearings 

(j)  If  upon  a consideration  of  the  complaint  and  answer,  or  other- 
wise, the  Commission  determines  that  reasonable  ground  exists  for 
investigating  the  complaint,  a time  and  place  for  hearing  will  be  fixed 
and  notice  thereof  given  to  the  complainant  and  the  respondent. 

Evidence 

(k)  The  complainant  shall  establish  by  evidence  the  facts  alleged 
in  the  petition  unless  the  respondent  admits  the  same,  except  where 
the  burden  of  proof  is  imposed  by  law  upon  the  public  service  company 
complained  against.  In  all  contested  proceedings  exhibits  offered  in 
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evidence  shall  be  filed  in  triplicate.  Copies  of  all  docnments  may  be 
STibstituted  for  originals  which  have  been  offered  in  evidence. 

RULE  3 

Application  for  Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  or  of 
Valuation — Form 

(a)  All  applications  for  Certificates  of  Public  Convenience  or  Cer- 
tificates of  Valuation  shall  be  by  petition  duly  verified,  and  such  peti- 
tion shall  contain  all  the  information  called  for  in  the  suggested  forms 
set  forth  in  Appendix  A of  these  rules. 

(b)  Certified  copies  of  contracts,  agreements,  etc.,  entered  into  by 
the  parties  and  referred  to  in  the  petition,  shall  be  filed  as  exhibits  to 
the  petition,  together  with  the  originals  of  all  contracts,  the  approval 
of  which  is  sought.  The  originals  will  be  returned  to  the  applicant. 
Exhibits  theretofore  filed  with  the  Commission  need  not  be  attached  to 
the  petition  if  reference  is  made  to  the  proceeding  in  which  they  were 
filed. 

fc)  With  the  original  petition  three  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed, 
one  of  Avhich  shall  contain  copies  of  all  exhibits.  A filing  fee  of  five 
dollars  for  Certificates  of  Public  Convenience  and  twenty-five  dollars 
for  Certificates  of  Valuation  must  accompany  petitions.  If  fee  is  paid 
by  check  same  should  be  made  payable  to  the  State  Treasurer  and 
certified. 

(d)  Applications  for  the  approval  of  incorporation  of  public  serv- 
ice companies  and  for  the  approval  of  the  beginning  of  the  exercise  of 
rights  granted  by  the  charter  shall  be  made  by  separate  petition  filed 
at  same  time,  unless  the  proposed  corporation  does  not  intend  to  func- 
tion for  two  or  more  months.  The  form  of  petition  is  set  forth  in 
Appendix  A. 

(e)  A proposed  corporation  formed  for  the  purpose  of  operating 
civil  aircraft  as  a common  carrier  shall  not  file  petition  for  the  ap- 
proval of  the  beginning  of  the  exercise  of  rights  until  the  charter  has 
been  issued  and  duly  recorded.  Certified  copies  of  all  licenses  and 
certificates  of  qualification  and  safety  issued  to  the  applicant  by  the 
Aeronautics  Commission  under  the  provisions  of  the  Aeronautics  Act 
approved  April  25,  1929,  P.  L.  724,  shall  be  attached  to  and  made  part 
of  the  petition  for  approval  of  exercise  of  right  of  such  corporation. 

IMotor  vehicle  transportation  corporations  (see  Rule  4)  desiring  the 
api)roval  of  right  to  furnish  group  or  party  service  in  addition  to 
schedule  service  shall  file  a separate  petition  following  form  in  Ap- 
pendix A. 

Note:  Applications  covered  by  Rule  3 will  be  docketed  and  the  ap- 
plicant given  detailed  information  relative  to  hearing,  service  and 
public  notice  of  the  application. 


RULE  4 


Statement  of  Corporate  Purpose  of  Motor  Vehicle  Transportation 

Companies 

The  public  necessity  for  the  service  or  any  other  pre-recpusites  hav- 
ing been  established,  the  Commission  vill  approve  applications  for  the 
incorporation  of  companies  proposing  to  do  business  exclusively  in 
Pennsylvania : 

(a)  Taxicab  Companies  with  the  corporate  purpose  stated  in  the 
articles  of  incorporation  in  the  following  form : 

“For  the  purpose  of  owning,  hiring  and  operating  motor  ve- 
hicles and  similar  conveyances  for  the  transportation  of  persons 
and  baggage  therein  for  hire  in  the  (naming  the  municipality 
or  municipalities),  with  the  right  to  maintain  and  operate  such 
garages,  stations,  stands  and  waiting  rooms,  as  may  be  necessary 
or  convenient  in  the  prosecution  of  said  business.” 

(b)  Motor  Vehicle  Transportation  Companies  of  persons  between 
fixed  termini  on  schedule,  Avith  the  corporate  purpose  stated  in  the 
articles  of  incorporation  in  the  following  form : 

“For  the  purpose  of  the  transportation  of  persons  as  a com- 
mon carrier  by  means  of  motor  vehicles  and  similar  conveyances, 
on  schedule,  between  such  points  and  places  and  by  such  route 
or  routes  in  the  CommcnAvealth  of  Pennsylvania  as  shall  here- 
after be  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission  of  the 
Commomvealth  of  Pennsjdvania  as  evidenced  by  its  certificate 
of  public  convenience  or  required  by  said  Commission ; also  for 
the  transportation  of  groups  or  parties  of  persons  as  a common 
carrier  by  means  of  motor  vehicles  or  similar  conveyances  be- 
tAveen  such  points  and  places  Avithin  the  CommoiiAvealth  of 
Pennsyh’ania  as  points  of  origin  and  other  points  and  places  in 
said  CommonAvealth  as  shall  be  approA'ed  by  the  Public  Service 
Commission  of  the  CommonAvealth  of  Pennsylvania  as  evidenced 
by  its  certificate  or  certificates  of  public  couA^enience.  ’ ’ 

Note:  If  additional  right  to  operate  outside  of  Pennsylvania  is 
desired  add  the  folloAving : 

‘ ‘ And  elseAvhere  outside  of  said  CommonAvealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
upon  the  approval,  Avhere  required,  of  any  other  State  or 
National  governmental  body  having  jurisdiction.” 

(c)  Motor  Vehicle  Transportation  Companies  of  freight  and  mer- 
chandise, with  corporate  purpose  stated  in  the  articles  of  incorporation 
in  the  folloAving  form : 

“For  the  purpose  of  the  transportation  of  freight,  merchan- 
dise and  other  personal  property  by  means  of  motor  trucks  or 
similar  couA^eyances  betAA'een  such  points  and  places  in  the  Com- 
monAvealth of  Pennsylvania  and  by  such  route  or  routes  as 
shall  hereafter  be  approved  by  the  Public  Service  Commission 
of  the  CommonAvealth  of  Pennsylvania  as  evidenced  by  its 
certificate  of  public  convenience  or  required  by  said  Commission 
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and  as  incidental  and  necessary  to  said  business  owning,  leasing 
and  operating  terminals,  garages  and  warehouses.” 

Note:  If  additional  right  to  operate  outside  of  Pennsylvania  is 
desired  add  the  following : 

“And  elsewhere  outside  said  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania, 
upon  the  approval,  where  required,  of  any  other  State  or 
National  Government  body  having  jurisdiction.” 

(d)  If  change  or  modification  of  the  corporate  purpose  is  desired 
or  deemed  necessary,  the  proposed  wording  of  the  purpose  should  be 
submitted  to  the  Commission  before  filing  the  application  for  charter 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth. 

RULE  5 

Furnishing  Transcript  of  Testimony 

Under  The  Public  Service  Company  Law  the  Commission  cannot 
supply,  without  charge,  copies  of  transcript  of  testimony.  Arrange- 
ments for  such  copies  shall  be  made  with  the  reporter  at  the  time 
of  hearing. 

RULE  6 

Petition  for  Determination  of  Damages  in  Crossing  Proceedings 

Claims  for  damages  to  property  arising  under  the  provisions  of  The 
Public  Service  Company  Law  relating  to  crossings  shall  be  by  petition, 
in  substantial  accordance  with  the  suggested  form  contained  in  Ap- 
pendix A to  these  rules. 

This  petition  will  be  sent  out  for  answer  by  the  Commission  and  set 
for  hearing  on  the  question  of  the  amount  of  damages  at  such  time 
as  shall  be  convenient. 

RULE  7 

Certificates  of  Notification 

The  Bureau  of  Accounts  and  Statistics  will  furnish  upon  request 
blank  forms  of  Certificate  of  Notification.  Form  76  is  to  be  used 
for  the  issuance  of  stocks  and  Form  75  for  the  issuance  of  bonds,  trust 
certificates,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  payable  at  per- 
iods of  more  than  twelve  months  after  the  date  of  issuance. 

A filing  fee  of  $10.00  shall  be  transmitted  with  each  Certificate  of 
Notification. 

RULE  8 

General  Tariff  Procedure 

The  procedure  to  be  followed  in  the  matter  of  establishing  excursion 
fares,  rates  and  fares  at  intermediate  points,  rates  and  fares  on  newly 
constructed  lines,  restricting  the  number  and  character  of  tariffs  and 


their  posting,  the  issuing  of  concurrences  and  granting  of  Power  of 
Attorney,  indicating  increases  and  changes  on  tariffs,  the  filing  and 
posting  of  tariffs  and  supplements  and  all  general  matters  relating  to 
tariffs  and  schedules  are  set  forth  in  various  orders  and  rulings  of 
the  Commission  enumerated  in  Appendix  B of  these  rules.  Specific 
information  will  be  furnished  by  the  Bureau  of  Rates  and  Tariffs  upon 
request. 

RULE  9 

Application  to  Change  Tariffs  or  Schedules 

(a)  Application  by  a public  service  company  for  permission  to 
make  changes  in  tariffs  or  schedules  upon  less  than  thirty  days’  notice, 
or  upon  other  conditions,  shall  be  by  petition,  which  shall  contain  the 
information  called  for  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Commission  and 
set  forth  in  Appendix  A of  these  rules. 

(b)  Applications  by  a public  service  company  for  permission  to 
change  or  discontinue  any  rates,  practice  or  classification,  which  shall 
have  been  determined  by  the  Commission,  within  a period  of  three 
years  after  such  determination,  shall  be  by  petition,  of  which  thirty 
days’  prior  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  public. 

RULE  10 

Petition  for  Reparation 

A petition  for  reparation  based  on  claim  that  the  rates  collected 
were  unjust  and  unreasonable  or  unjustly  discriminatory,  or  unduly 
or  unreasonably  preferential  shall  not  be  joined  in  and  made  part  of  a 
complaint  alleging  that  the  rates  were  unjust,  unreasonable  or  pref- 
erential. The  petition  for  reparation  shall  be  for  charges  collected 
in  excess  of  the  rate  determined  and  fixed  by  the  Commission  and  for 
the  period  of  time  the  rate  so  fixed  and  determined  was  applicable. 

The  petition  for  an  order  of  reparation  for  transportation  over- 
-charges shall  contain  a statement  showing  date  of  shipment,  date 
charges  were  paid,  ear  initials,  ear  number,  origin  and  destination  of 
shipments,  route,  commodity,  weight,  rate  charged  and  amount  col- 
lected, rate  which  should  have  been  collected  and  amount  thereof  with 
reference  to  the  proceeding  in  which  the  rate  was  fixed  and  determined 
by  the  Commission.  Freight  receipts  or  true  copies  thereof  shall  be 
attached  to  and  made  part  of  the  petition. 

Reparation  claims  for  transportation  overcharges  to  which  there  is 
no  protest  shall  be  prepared  on  forms  supplied  by  the  Commission 
as  prescribed  on  pages  71,  72  of  the  Rules  of  Practice. 
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RULE  11 

Continuance  of  Hearings 

After  hearings  are  scheduled  continuances  will  not  be  granted  by 
the  Commission  except  for  good  and  sufficient  cause. 

Application  for  continuance  may  be  made  at  bar  of  the  Commission 
or  by  joetition,  filed  with  the  Secretary,  and  served  on  opposing 
eourrsel  or  parties.  Applications  should  be  presented  as  far  in  advance 
of  date  fixed  for  hearings  as  possible  to  insure  favorable  action. 

RULE  12 

Subpoenas 

(a)  In  all  proceedings  the  Secretary  will,  upon  written  request, 
issue  subpoenas  except  subpoenas  duces  tecum. 

Subpoena  Duces  Tecum 

(b)  Application  for  a subpoena  duces  tecum  shall  be  made  by 
petition  of  the  party  desiring  same,  which  petition  shall  clearly  set 
forth  the  books,  papers  and  records  desired  and  the  necessity  therefor. 
A copy  of  the  petition  shall  be  served  by  the  applicant  upon  the  ad- 
verse party  and  any  answer  thereto  shall  be  filed  with  the  Commission 
within  five  days  from  the  time  of  the  service  of  the  petition. 

Proof  of  acceptance  of  service  of  such  petitions  and  of  answers 
thereto  shall  be  forthwith  filed  with  the  Commission. 

RULE  13 

Briefs  and  Arguments 

(a)  On  all  contested  eases  printed  briefs  shall  be  filed  unless 
Avaived  by  the  Commission. 

(b)  Printed  briefs  shall  be  filed  unless  permission  to  file  in  type- 
Avritten  form  is  granted. 

(c)  Printed  briefs  shall  be  nine  inches  long,  six  inches  Avide,  Avith 
a margin  of  not  less  than  one  inch. 

(d)  Briefs  shall  contain:  (1)  A statement  of  the  case;  (2)  An 
abstract  of  the  evidence,  in  which  reference  shall  be  made  to  the  pages 
of  the  transcript  of  the  testimony;  (3)  Argument. 

(e)  Briefs  shall  be  filed  and  served  upon  the  adverse  party  by 
the  party  upon  AA'hom  the  burden  of  proof  rests  within  fifteen  days 
after  the  transcript  of  testimony  is  filed,  and  by  the  other  party  Avithin 
ten  days  of  the  receipt  of  the  adA'erse  brief.  Fifteen  copies  of  each 
brief  shall  be  filed  for  the  use  of  the  commission;  and  three  copies 
served  upon  the  adverse  party. 
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(f)  In  all  complaints  against  railroad  rates  unless  specifically 
designated  otherwise  the  following  procedure  shall  govern ; 

After  the  expiration  of  the  time  set  for  the  filing  of  briefs 
as  provided  in  paragraph  (e)  above,  a proposed  report  will  be 
served  by  mailing  copies  to  the  parties  or  attorneys  who  ap- 
peared at  the  hearing  or  upon  brief.  "Within  twenty  days  after 
service  of  the  proposed  report  any  party  may  file  and  serve 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  briefs,  exceptions  to  the  proposed 
report  and  brief  in  support  of  the  exceptions,  which  shall  be 
contained  in  one  print  or  document.  AYithin  ten  days  after 
expiration  of  the  time  so  fixed,  briefs  in  reply  to  exception  briefs 
may  be  filed  and  served. 

Application  for  oral  argument  before  the  Commission  may 
be  made  by  any  party  filing  exceptions  or  reply  to  exception 
and  shall  accompany  the  exceptions  or  the  reply. 

Exceptions  to  the  proposed  report,  either  as  to  statements 
of  fact  or  matters  of  law,  shall  be  specific.  If  exception  is  taken 
to  matters  of  law  or  conclusions,  the  points  relied  upon  shall  be 
stated  separately  and  clearly.  If  exception  is  taken  to  any 
statement  of  fact,  reference  shall  be  made  to  the  pages  or  parts 
of  the  record  relied  upon  and  a corrected  statement  incorporated 
in  the  exception  brief. 

In  the  absence  of  exceptions  that  are  sustained  or  of  as- 
certained error,  the  statement  of  the  issues  and  of  the  facts  in 
the  proposed  report  will  ordinarily  be  taken  by  the  Commission 
as  the  basis  of  its  report. 

RULE  14 
Rehearing 

(a)  Application  for  rehearing  shall  be  by  petition  and  must  be 
filed  within  fifteen  days  after  the  service  of  the  order,  finding  or 
determination  of  the  Commission. 

(b)  The  petition  shall  contain  in  detail  the  grounds  upon  which 
the  application  is  based  and  the  allegations  of  error  in  the  findings 
of  fact  or  conclusions  of  law,  stating  the  reasons  in  each  instance. 

(e)  The  applicant  shall  serve  upon  each  party  to  the  proceeding 
a copy  of  the  petition  for  rehearing,  and  file  immediately  with  the 
Commission  proof  of  sirch  service. 

(d)  Answer  or  protest  to  the  petition  for  rehearing  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Commission  and  served  upon  the  petitioners  within  five  days 
after  the  date  of  service. 


RULE  15 

Rescission  or  Modification  of  Orders,  etc. 

Application  for  modification  or  rescission  of  any  finding,  determina- 
tion or  order  shall  be  by  petition,  and  shall  specifically  state  the  pro- 
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eeeding  in  •which  the  order,  etc.,  "was  made,  quoting  in  full  the  order, 
etc.,  and  giving  in  detail  a statement  of  the  facts  relied  upon  to  sup- 
port the  petition. 

The  procedure  -with  respect  to  filing  and  service  of  such  petition 
shall  be  the  same  as  on,  petition  for  rehearing. 

RULE  16 

Compliance  with  Orders  of  the  Commission 

Upon  the  issuance  of  an  order  against  any  public  service  company, 
snch  company  must  immediately  upon  compliance  with  the  require- 
ments of  the  order,  notify  the  Commission  of  the  action  taken. 

Where  rates  are  prescribed  by  the  Commission  in  its  report  and 
order,  they  shall  be  promulgated  by  the  company  in  duly  published, 
filed  and  posted  tariffs,  or  snpplements  to  tariffs,  and  notice  in  du- 
plicate shall  be  sent  to  the  Commission  stating  that : 

“The  Public  Service  Commission’s  order  in 

has  been  comiDlied  with  in  item , Page of 

Tariffs,  P.  S.  C Pa.  No or  Supplement 

No to  Tariff,  P.  S.  C Pa.  No ” 

accompanied  by  two  copies  of  such  tariff  or  supplement.  The  tariffs 
or  supplements  reqnired  to  accompany  snch  notices,  as  above  indicated, 
will  be  in  addition  to  the  tariff  regnlarly  filed  with  the  Bureau  of 
Rates  and  Tariffs.
